Woshagton, Sept 20.—The Schley 


court of inquiry today began the ex- 
amination of witnesses, Admiral Hig- 
ghxson; commander-in-chief of the 
north Atlantic squadron, being the 
first one called* Promptly at li 
o'clock Admiral Dewey called the 
court to order, Kear Admiral Hamsay 
occupying the seat vacated by Bear 
Admiral Sowison, There was noth- 
ing of the spectacular in the cere* 
mony. No guns boomed, nor were 
marines drawn up to receive tho 
members of the court and the distin- 
guished witnesses who were present. 
The members of the court arrived in 
civilian dress, which they changed 
for the service uniform in the retir- 
ing room. Mrs, Dewey accompanied 
her hsubaud.. She remained, how- 
ever, but a short time. When Ad- 
miral Schley, wlio was accompanied 
by his counsel, entered the room 
there was a clapping of hands among 
the spectators. The admiral stopped 
the applause, however, by a wave of 
his hand. As on the first day of the 
court, the number of spectators was 
small. 


Immediately upon the assembling 


of the court Judge Advocate I*emly 
asked Admiral Schley if lie had any 
objection 
to any member of the 


court. 
The latter promptly replied 


that he had not. The court retired 
for a short consultation and then th$ 
actual business for which it had 
been called was taken up. 


In addition to Admiral Higginson 


there were several other naval offi- 
cers present who are expected to be 
called as witnesses* 
Among them 


were Captains Clarke, Cooke and 
Chester, Lieutenant Boyle, who was 
on the Brooklyn at the time of the 
engagements off Santiago, and Ha* 
jor Wood, of the marine corps. 


Admiral Watson also was present, 


but it was not stated whether he 
would be called as a witness. 


In reply to a question by the court* 


Admiral Higginson said he did not 
believe that Commodore Schley had 
done all that he should have done to 
destroy the Colon while she lay at 


anchor. The defense objected. Ad- 
miral Dewey said the court consid- 
ered itself obliged to get at all the 
facts. 
Judge Wilson, for Admiral 


Schley, said he would reserve the 
right to later take exceptions to re- 
quests for opinions of witnesses even 
when put by the court, 


A long argument, in which coun- 


sel for Admiral Schley, Judge Advo- 
cate Lemley and the court engaged, 
then ensued 
Judge Baynor, for 


Admiral Scnloy, maintained that it 
was contrary to all authorities for a, 
court to accept opinions of witnesses. 
Admiral Dewey replied that 
the 


court would have to give its opin- 
ion on all (the points in controversy 
and wanted Admiral Higginsoa's 
opinion, us on aid to doing that 
Later ho modified this view some- 
what Judge Kaynor continued his 
argument until 1 o'clock, when the 
court took a recess of -an hour for 
luncheon. 
Court was reconvened 


promptly at 2 o'clock and Judge 
Bnynor completed his argument and 
Captain. Lemly began his reply. He 
cited a precedent in the trial of Ad- 
miral Keppel for asking the opinion 
of a witness* He thought, however, 
that "the weight of authority was 
against asking such opinions of a 
witness." The court then withdrew 
the question, 


•Admiral Higginson was then ex- 


cused and Captain C. N^ Chester, who 
commanded the Cincinnati 
during 


the Spanish war and who is now in 
command of the naval war college at 
Newport, was called. 


Captain Chester's testimony relat- 


ed to coaling off the coast of Cuoa 
and occupied but a few minutes. He 
was followed by Major Thomas IT. 
Wood, of the marine corps, who was 
in command of the marine guard on 
the Massachusetts during the Span- 
ish war.

coiuo over those wires. That night 
nearly the entire population of the 
city assembled at the WaSbash yards 
to read the bulletins and participate 
in tho flag ceremony* The banner 
was unfurled from the dome of the 
old round house by E. C. Penn, ,r.n 
employe, who had been three yearo 
on board the man-of-war Vincennes, 
on signal from Mr. Wilson that all 
was ready. A small stand was 
erected and from 
it Hons. A. P. 


Edgerton, WilJiam Smith and W. H, 
Withers delivered addrdesses. The 
flag has served as an emblem of sor- 
row over the dearth of three pr?sl- 
cUnts and is still in good condition, 
only thirty-four states in the union 
at the time the banner was made*

TO PRINT ORDER'S SECRET WORK 


Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows Takes a

Indianapolis, Sept. 20.—The sover- 


eign grand lodge of Odd Pellows 
voted today to allow copies of the 
secret work of the order to be mads, 
At every session for twenty years or 
more an attempt has been made to 
this end. Since tho founding of Odd 
fellowship there has been only one 
copy of the secret work of the order. 
This is not printed, but is stamped 
on parchment. It is kept by a guard- 
ian specially appointed for that par- 
pose* During the session of the su- 
preme body in this city the copy of 
the secret work has been kept in a 
room under the watchful eyes of two 
guardians* 


The resolution adopted today pro- 


vides that each state Jurisdiction 
shall receive one copy of the secre 
work.

Hues into Port Wayne received 
a 


pretty thorough 
discussion at the 


special meeting of the Commercial 
club Thursday 
evening and inci- 


dentally there were occasional tilt,* 
of a mild sort between representa- 
tives of the Fort Wayne 
Traction 


company and the interurban inter- 
ests. 
All were represented at the 


meeting. 


In calling the meeting to order 


Vice President Henry Bsadell stated 
that the object of the meeting was 
to suggest means by which 
inter- 


urban lines could best get into Fort 
Wayne, and said: "This is not China; 
we must 
not build a stone wall 


around the c:ty.v' To get the matter 
before the meeting P. A. Randall of- 
fered a resolution to the effect that 
the sense of the meeting be that sep- 
arate entrances should be granted to 
the interurban lines. 
!B« Hnnna 


immediately 
moved an Amendment 


providing that if possible the tracks 
of the Port Wayne Traction company 
ought to be used for this purpose. 


COLONEL POSTER'S IDEA. 


Col. 
D. N. Poster said that his in- 


vestigation has shown him that in 
nearly every other city the inter- 
urban lines enter over the tracks of 
the city railway and that this fact 
proved it to be to the mutual interest 
of the companies to do so. 
He 


thought there ought to be no diffi- 
culty in interurban companies de- 
siring to do an interurban business 
coming to an agreement for the use 
of city lines. 


Hv. Bandall saw no objection to 


giving interurban lines separate en- 
trances if they desired them. 
He 


thought, also, that the Port Wayne 
Traction company ought to have more 
streets to enable them, to reach out- 
lying districts "which have been taken 
into the city and have no street car 
service. 
There are plenty of inter- 


urban roads desiring to come into 
Port Wayne, said Mr, Randall, and 
tftey ought to be encouraged. 
He 


believed Port Wayne's real prosperity 
would date from the time these roads 
were built. 


WOULD WELCOME OTHERS. 
General Manager S. L. Nelson, of 


the Port Wayne Southwestern line, 
detailed the work that had already 


I been done on his road 
and stated 


that there "were some conditions con- 
nected with this road that perhaps 
were not generally understood; they 
were conditions peculiar to this line, 
and an agreement that might be en- 
tirely fair in other cases would not 
be so in this. He cited the fact that 
his company had agreed to maintain 
a half-hour service between the city 
and the new additions to the south- 
west, and that their 
franchise re- 


quired them to sell six tickets for 
25 cents. They would have a long 
distance of expensively constructed 
track from the old canal to the city 
line tracks; would have their own 
power and expensive equipment, and 
could not consent to an equal divi- 
sion of the low fare with the city 
company. 
The company expected 


within a year to have at least 1,50 
miles of interurban line in operation 
in this section, and at least 1,000 
people must be carried daily on the 
line between Port Wayne, and Hunt- 
ington in order to make the project 
a successful one. He expressed a 
hope that his 
company would be 


given a satisfactory entrance, as well 
as all other interurbans that might 
desire to come. 


MR. SCOTT TALKS. 


General Manager Scott, of the Port 


Wayne Traction company, said that 
nobody representing the Southwest- 
ern company had 
indicated to his 


company any desire to enter the city 
ovei the local lines; no statement had 
been made of what they wanted from i 
the Port Wayne Traction company,] 
if anything. 
Mr. Nelson had asked I 


him if he would move the tracks on 
Main street to permit another line1 


to come over that route. This, hci 
said, could not ~be~ considered, but 
that he had told Mr* Nclsou he was 
willing to make 
satisfactory 
ar- 


rangements for the use of the city 
company*s tracks. Mr. Cable, who is 
at the head of the project to build a 
[lino from Lima, Ohio, had asked for 
a proposition and received it. 
Thej 


He thought the interurban question 
of great importance to Fort Wayne, 
and the matter should'be adjusted 
without delay. 


Attorney N. D.. Doughman 
said

Admiral Schley Failed in His Duty 


Schley Wins on a Ruling. 


Washngton, Sept. 20.—The Schley 


court of inquiry today .began the ex- 
amination of witnesses, Admiral Hig- 
ginfion, 
Commander-in-chief 
of the 


north Atlantic squadron, being the 
first one called. Promptly 
at 
11 


o'clock Admiral 
Dewcy called the 


court to order, Rear Admiral Ramsay 
occupying the seat vacated by Rear 
Admiral Howison. There was noth- 
ing of the spectacular in the cere- 
mony. 
No ..guns boomed, nor were 


marines drawn 
up to receive 


members Off the court and the distin- 
guished witnesses vrho were present. 
The members of the court arrived in 
civilian dress, which they changed 
for the service uniform iu the retir- 
ing room- Mrs. Dewey accompanied 
her hsubaud,. She remained, how- 
ever, but a short time. When Ad- 
miral Schley, who wns accompanied 
by his counsel, entered 
the room 


there wa.a a clapping of hands among 
the spectators. The admiral stopped 
the applause,, however, by a wave of 
Ms hand. As on the first day of the 
court, the number of spectators was 
small. 


Immediately upon the assembling 


of the court Judge Advocate Lemly 
aBked Admiral Schley if he had any 
objection 
to any member

The latter promptly replied 


that he had not. Tho court retired

In addition to Admiral Higginson 


there were several other naval offi- 
cers present who aro expected to be 
called as witnesses.

Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows Takes a

The prisoner may be arraigned on an 
hour's notice, or he may not be ar- 
raigned before close to the closo of 
the 'terra.

ttnd his arraignment at any time. 
The Sentinel has it from, excellent 


source, not strictly authoritative, 
however, that Dunn's case will not be 
tried in this county. What poslticn 
the defendant's attorneys may takn 
on the plea is not given out, but that 
it will be "not guilty" is, of course, 
a foregone conclusion. That an affi- 
davit for a change of vunue will UK 
made is almost equally conclusive. 
The venue, if taken, will not be from

Col. I). N. Foster said that his in- 


vestigation has shown him that in 
nearly every other city the inter- 
urban Hues enter over the tracks of 
the city railway and that this fact 
proved it to be to the mutual, interest

to do so.

:he Fort Wayne Southwestern line, 
letailed the work that had already 


tint there were some conditions con- 
nected with this road that perhaps 
were not generally understood; they 
were conditions peculiar to this line, 
r.nd an agreement that might be en- 
tirely fair in other cases would not 
be so in this. He cited the fact that 
his company had agreed to maintain 
a half-hour service between the city 
and the new additions to the south- 
west, and that their 
franchise re- 


quired them to sell six tickets for 
25 cents. 
They would have a long 


distance of expensively constructed 
track from the old canal to the city 
line tracks; would have their own 
power and expensive equipment, and 
could not consent to an equal divi- 
sion of the low fare with the city 
company. 
The 
company expected 


within a year to have at least 1,50 
miles of interurban line in operation 
in this section, and at least 1,000 
people must be carried daily on the 
line between Fort Wayne, and Hunt- 
ing-ton in order to make the project 
a successful one.

the Fort Wayne Traction company, 
if anything.

at His Bath." 
It represents .ei 


maidens' grouped around a fountain 
and either St. John is concealed be- 
hind the fountain or in it; he is no 
in sight, at any rate. The figures are 
chiseled from a solid piece of meer- 
schaum, which was imported from 
Turkey, The labor expended upon It 
extended over a period of two years 
and the amber mouthpiece alone cos 
sc.no.

and holders has greatly decreased In 
the last few years.
